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Welcome  to  the  Victorian  Alliance’s  1998 
House  Tour  of  the  Buena  Vista  District  neighbor- 
hood! We  hope  you  will  enjoy  your  tour  and 
also  look  around  at  other  houses  nearby. 

This  part  of  town  was  originally  surveyed,  and 
most  of  the  streets  laid  out,  much  later  than  the 
parts  of  the  city  where  most  of  the  Victorian 
houses  are  found.  It  was  known  as  the  Outside 
Lands.  Most  of  the  houses  you  will  see  or  pass 
today  were  built  in  the  1890s,  when  the  area 
finally  opened  up  to  development.  You  will  find 
most  of  them  to  be  Queen  Anne  style,  with  some 
later  Colonial  Revival  or  Classical  Revival  ones, 
even  a few  Mission  Revival. 

Buena  Vista  Park  was  first  set  out  in  1868  by 
the  City’s  Outside  Lands  Committee.  They  con- 
sidered it  an  offshoot  of  Golden  Gate  Park.  The 
boundaries  were  slightly  revised  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  1894.  Development  with  concrete 
fencing,  walks,  steps  and  trees  followed  soon 
afterwards. 

The  hilly  area  to  the  south  was  mostly  vacant 
for  a long  time,  and  known  by  its  Mexican  name, 
Rancho  San  Miguel,  granted  to  Alcalde  Jose  de 
Jesus  Noe  in  1846.  The  Rancho’s  boundaries  ran 
roughly  along  San  Jose  Avenue  from  20th  Street 
to  just  beyond  the  city  line,  back  up  Junipero 
Serra  Boulevard  to  beyond  Sloat,  and  then  in  a 
series  of  diagonals  taking  in  the  Seventh  Avenue 
reservoir,  part  of  Mount  Sutro,  the  corner  of  Cole 
and  17th,  and  back  down  to  20th  and  San  Jose. 

The  U.  S.  Coast  Survey  map  of  1869  shows 
no  streets,  roads  or  paths  in  the  Victorian 
Alliance  Tour  area,  only  fences  defining  irregu- 
larly shaped  land  claims.  It  does  not  show 
Golden  Gate  Park  either,  because  that  was  laid 
out  only  the  year  before,  while  the  Coast  Survey 
was  still  researching  this  map.  The  definition  of 
Buena  Vista  Park  is  also  missing.  There  were  no 
westbound  roads  beyond  Divisadero  between 
Upper  Market  and  Fulton. 


The  1856  survey  of  the  Western  Addition  had, 
indeed,  proposed  streets  and  numbered  blocks  as 
far  south  as  Frederick,  but  until  the  late  1890s 
even  realtors  were  not  interested.  Bancroft’s  map 
of  1877  shows  Buena  Vista  Park  and  the  road 
around  it,  which  at  the  time  was  called  “Park 
Road.”  It  shows  Waller  and  Frederick,  as  streets 
but  not  built  up,  and  the  same  for  Ashbury  and 
Clayton  up  to  the  boundary  of  San  Miguel 
Rancho,  plus  Masonic  and  Delmar  beyond 
Frederick  but  not  all  the  way  to  the  Rancho  line. 

In  1874  the  Board  of  the  Flint  Tract  Homestead 
Association  had  the  area  around  the  south  end  of 
Buena  Vista  Park  surveyed  and  mapped.  It  includ- 
ed the  locations  of  two  houses  on  the  Victorian 
Alliance  Tour.  Streets  were  laid  out  and  lots 
offered  for  sale.  In  1889,  1890-91,  1895  and  1902 
the  same  procedure,  by  Adolph  Sutro’s  heirs  and 
others,  created  the  Park  Lane  Tract,  which  extend- 
ed west  from  Ashbury,  on  both  sides  of  17th  Street 
and  into  San  Miguel  Rancho.  “Park  Lane”  is  now 
Clayton  Street.  The  land  between  the  Park  Lane 
Tract  and  Buena  Vista  Park  was  owned  by  Mary 
A.  Fritz,  who  quietly  sold  it  off  one  lot  at  a time. 

The  last  subdivision  in  the  Victorian  Alliance 
Tour  area  was  Ashbury  Terrace,  created  by  realtors 
Lyon  & Hoag  in  1912.  It  was  for  just  50  lots  on 
the  south  side  of  Piedmont  and  all  of  Ashbury 
Terrace.  The  entrance  gate  posts,  recently  restored 
by  the  neighbors,  are  located  at  the  corner  of 
Ashbury  and  Piedmont.  The  streets  were  purpose- 
ly laid  out  along  the  contours  of  the  hill,  in  the 
landscaping  theory  that  was  just  then  coming  into 
popularity.  Lyon  & Hoag  placed  restrictions  on 
their  deeds:  residences  only,  individual  height  lim- 
its to  preserve  everyone’s  views.  They  also  paved 
the  streets,  reserved  spaces  for  garages,  installed 
water  lines  and  side  sewers,  and  built  a balustraded 
flight  of  steps  for  pedestrians  at  a sharp  curve.  It 
was  the  same  kind  of  progressive  realty  planning 
that  created  St  Francis  Wood  in  the  same  year. 

Before  the  automobile,  public  transportation 
could  make  or  break  a proposed  subdivision.  The

first  line  anywhere  near  the  Victorian  Alliance 
Tour  area  was  the  Market  Street  Cable  Railway, 
which  late  in  1883  began  its  run  along  Haight 
Street  to  Golden  Gate  Park.  After  the  destruction 
of  1906,  this  line  was  elec- 
trified, and  until  at  least 
1912  it  remained  the  closest 
public  transportation  to  the 
Victorian  Alliance  Tour 
area.  By  1927  another  line 
ran  along  Masonic  and  out 
Frederick  to  Cole  and 
beyond.  Another  climbed 
the  hill  on  Ashbury  and 
curved  along  Upper  Market 
to  1 8th  Street.  In  the 
brochure  for  Ashbury 
Terrace,  Lyon  & Hoag  cited 
this  line  among  the  tract’s 
advantages.  They  claimed 
the  corner  of  Market  and 
Kearny  was  only  15  or  20 
minutes  away!

The  existence  of  these  transportation  lines,  plus  the 
topography,  made  the  local  commercial  services  grow  up 
along  Haight  Street,  with  more  along  Cole.  The 
University  of  California  Medical  Center  first  came  to 

Parnassus  in  1898,  after 
Mayor  Adolph  Sutro  donated 
the  land  to  the  school.  It  cer- 
tainly has  grown  from  its  sin- 
gle first  building! 


The  neighborhood  is  richer 
than  most  in  open  space. 
Count  Buena  Vista  Park, 

Sutro  Forest,  some  play- 
grounds, and  Golden  Gate 
Park  itself.  Also,  the  curving 
streets,  the  hilly  land,  and  the 
totally  residential  nature  of 
today’s  Tour  area  have  pro- 
duced a lot  of  street  trees  and 
front  gardens.  The  air  is  usu- 
ally good  here.

The  Bode-Berg  House  at  20  Ashbury  Terrace 
looks  on  the  outside  like  an  Art  Deco  design. 

The  fanning-out  window  mold- 
ings, the  style  of  the  house  num- 
ber, and  the  shiplike  metal 
handrails  all  contribute  to  this 
feeling.  But  what  caps  it  is  the 
giant  candleholder  corner  pieces 
with  their  layered  dropping 
finials. 

Actually,  the  construction 
story  is  quite  different.  Late  in 
1915  Bode  signed  a contract  with 
Antone  Petersen  for  building  this 
house;  there  was  no  official  archi- 
tect. Petersen  was  a self-made 
man.  His  name  first  appeared  in 
the  city  directory  of  1901  as  a 
laborer.  By  1910  he’d  moved  up 
to  “carpenter.”  This  house  stood 
near  the  beginning  of  his  career  as 
a building  contractor,  a business 
he  carried  on  into  the  1940s  and 
passed  to  his  sons. 

The  Bode  House  must  have 
looked  like  many  other  residences 
of  that  era,  a modest  kind  of 
Classical  Revival,  or  maybe 
Spanish  Revival,  with  lots  of 
moldings,  either  double-hung  or 
casement  windows,  and  quite  like- 
ly a stucco  facade.  The  brackets 
holding  up  the  bay  window  on  the 
way  to  the  entrance  still  show  that  kind  of  style. 
The  building’s  outline  on  the  ground,  its  “foot- 
print,” is  unchanged. 

The  fagade  we  see  today  was  created  just 
three  years  ago,  and  the  architect  was  Joel 
Miroglio.  At  that  time  the  basement  became  a 
garage,  the  interior  was  changed,  and  the  partial 
third  floor  was  added.  Its  glass  gable  reminds  of 
the  new  pyramid  in  front  of  the  Louvre  in  Paris. 

The  original  owners  were  Henry  W.  and 
Margaret  G.  Bode.  Both  were  born  in  California; 
his  parents  had  come  from  Germany,  hers  from 
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Ireland  and  England.  They  had  no  children.  He 
ran  the  Spring  Valley  Lumber  Yard  at  2401  San 
Jose  Avenue.  They  had  bought  the  vacant  lot  in 
December  1915  from  Mary  and  Robert 
MacArthur.  The  Ashbury  Terrace  subdivision, 
which  includes  neighboring  Piedmont  Avenue, 
was  laid  out  only  in  1912,  so  the  Bodes  were 
early  residents. 

In  1920  they  sold  the  property  to  Leslie  H. 
and  Geraldine  Jackson.  He  was  assistant  secre- 
tary of  the  Traung  Label  and  Lithograph 
Company,  and  they  lived  here.  The  next  owner, 
Albert  P.  Komsthoeft  Junior,  bought  the  place  in

The  farmhouse  at  1 1 Piedmont  Avenue  pre- 
sents a mystery.  With  channel  rustic  siding,  cor- 
ner boards  and  triangular  pediments  over  the 
windows,  it  looks  like  what  they  were  building 
about  1880.  Yet  oral  histories  would  have  it 
much  older.  Proof  is  difficult  because  this  part  of 
town  is  poorly  documented  through  the  19th  cen- 
tury. 

Margot  Patterson  Doss,  in  a 1962 
“San  Francisco  at  Your  Feet”  col- 
umn, claimed  it  was  con- 
structed in  the  1850s  at 
Frederick  and  Ashbury, 
as  the  residence  for  a 
pig  farm,  and  that  it 
was  moved  to  this 
site  about  1890. 

Here  Today 
(1968) says  the 
200-acre  farm 
was  a dairy, 
the  house  was 
built  about 
1860  near 
Frederick 
and  Ashbury, 
and  moved  in 
1888.  Mae 
Silver’s 
research  on 
San  Miguel 
Rancho  calls  it 
“a  farmhouse 
built  about  1870, 
possibly  moved 
from  an  original 
downslope  site.” 

1850s,  about  1860,  about 
1870,  about  1880,  take  your 
pick. 

Research  for  the  Victorian  Alliance 
House  Tour  has  found  the  “milk  ranch”  or  dairy 
farm  of  William  White,  first  listed  in  1881  on 
Ashbury  between  Waller  and  Frederick.  In  those 
days,  in  parts  of  the  city  that  were  more  rural 
than  urban,  a person  would  identify  his  or  her 
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house  by  the  nearest  streets,  even  when  today’s 
maps  would  show  them  a few  blocks  away.  So 
William  White’s  farmhouse  could  have  been  here 
all  along,  or  maybe  it  was  nearer  Ashbury.  By 
1886  White’s  dairy  was  listed  at  the  corner  of 
Park  Road  (now  Buena  Vista)  and  Frederick, 
probably  a different  house.  In  1 896  Catherine 
White,  William’s  widow,  lived  on  “West 
Buena  Vista  Avenue  near 

Frederick,”  and  in  1901  she 
called  it  51 1 Buena  Vista 
Avenue. 

The  earliest  precise 
documentation,  the 
1899  Sanborn  fire 
insurance  map, 
shows  11  Piedmont 
right  here,  com- 
plete with  exterior 
stairs  in  the  pre- 
sent location  and 
well  water  tank 
house  at  the  right 
rear  corner  of  the 
property,  officially 
Lots  5 and  6 in 
Block  4 of  the  Flint 
Tract.  That  means 
the  house  must  have 
been  or  moved  here 
at  least  by  1898. 


By  1901  the  owners 
of  1 1 Piedmont  were 
Louella  L.  and  Marion 
Henderson  Richardson,  a jewel- 
er. They  did  not  live  here  until 
about  1904.  They  sold  the  property  in 
October  1906  to  John  W.  and  Clara  L. 
Robinson,  who  made  it  their  home.  He  was  the 
factory  superintendent  of  the  Golden  Gate 
Compressed  Yeast  Company. 

The  next  owners,  June  1911 -January  1920, 
were  Robert  and  Agnes  Barth.  He  had  come  to 
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this  country  from  the  Bodensee  of  Austria  in  1887  at  the 
age  of  21.  She  was  born  in  California  of  German  par- 
ents. He  was  a foreman  for  American  Can  Company. 
They  lived  here  with  their  children,  Ferdinand  Barth,  a 
bank  clerk;  Gustav  R.  Barth,  a salesman  with  Haas 
Brothers,  wholesale  grocers  at  Davis  and  Sacramento;  and 
Elsie,  the  youngest.  After  the  Barths  came  Thomas  and 
Mary  Hennessy,  then  Carl  and  Rose  Shearer,  as  owners. 

The  owner  in  the  1960s,  retired  Admiral  Marion  C. 
Clark,  told  Here  Today  researchers  he  had  renovated  most 
of  the  house’s  interior.  He  put  in  new  plaster  walls  and 
ceilings,  hardwood  floors,  new  door  and  window  casings 
and  baseboards  to  match  the  originals. 

Be  sure  to  notice,  at  1526  Masonic  facing  Piedmont, 
the  shingled  house  designed  by  Bernard  Maybeck. 
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The  Thomas  R.  Carew  House  at  1575  Waller 
Street  is  another  Queen  Anne  style  building  con- 
structed by  William  Hinkel.  This  one  was  erected 
in  1893,  and  it  has  just  one  near-twin,  at  1571-73. 
This  one  is  about  the  same  height  and  bulk  as  the 
William  Hinkel  row  around  the  corner  on  Cole,  but 
the  decoration  is  very  different.  It’s  mostly  geo- 
metric. 

The  house  has  the  triangular  gable 
front  characteristic  of  the  Queen 
Anne  style,  but  here  the  attic 
windows  are  in  their  own 
box,  accompanied  by 
squared  ovals.  The 
right  hand  side  of  the 
house  is  a two-story 
bay  window, 
whose  angled 
sides  are 
recessed  under 
the  corner  and 
edge  of  the 
gable  front, 
another  typi- 
cal Queen 
Anne  motif. 

The  left  side 
is  more 
unusual.  Its 
arched  and 
slightly  pro- 
jecting bal- 
cony recalls 
the  Moorish 
arches  the 
Newsom 
Brothers  were 
designing  in  the 
1880s.  The  entrance 
pediment,  the  garlands 
below  it,  and  the  Ionic 
columns  look  forward  to  the 
Colonial  Revival  style  that  came 
later. 

We  can  see  here  William  Hinkel  building  the 
same  as,  but  different  from  what  he  did  two  or 


1575 

three  years  later  around  the  corner  at  708  Cole. 
He  was  responsible  for  the  designs  of  his  houses; 
he  did  not  usually  employ  an  architect.  Designs 
were  a combination  of  traditional  practice  and 
popular  decoration. 

Not  a tremendous  number  of  William 
Hinkeks  houses  are  known,  besides 
the  ones  right  here.  In  1887  he 
did  a group  of  eight  on  the 
north  side  of  Page  Street 
between  Scott  and 
Divisadero.  In  1888 
he  built  another 
row  of  eight  on 
Scott  near 
Duboce.  In 
1889  he  erect- 
ed the  row  of 
eleven  on 
the  west 
side  of 
Laguna 
between 
Bush  and 
Pine,  two 
next  on 
each  of 
these  cross 
streets,  and 
six  on  the 
north  side  of 
Clay  uphill 
from  Buchanan. 
In  1892  he  did  a 
group  of  five 
houses  on  the  west 
side  of  Octavia 
between  Broadway  and 
Pacific. 

This  house,  then  numbered 
1539,  was  sold  to  Mary  A.  Carew,  the 
wife  or  daughter  (both  were  named  Mary)  of 
Thomas  Carew  the  undertaker.  He  had  been 
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born  in  1848  in  Australia  of  Irish  parents,  who  brought  him  to  this  country  at  the  age  of  three.  For  a number 
of  years  he  worked  as  a shipping  clerk.  Some  time  around  1890  he  and  partner  James  English  founded  the 
undertaking  firm  which  still  exists  today  on  Sutter  near  Polk,  merged  into  Halsted  N.  Gray-Carew  & English, 
Inc.  In  the  1894  city  directory  Carew  & English  paid  for  extra-large  type  to  announce  themselves  as  “funeral 
directors,  practical  embalmers  and  undertakers,”  located  on  Van  Ness  Avenue  near  Market. 

Thomas’s  wife  Mary  was  born  in  Massachusetts  about  1854.  They  were  married  in  1874  and  had  eleven 
(count  'em!)  children.  The  first  two  were  named  Mary  and  Martha,  doubtless  after  the  two  friends  of  Jesus. 
They  became  school  teachers,  Mary  eventually  the  principal  of  Dudley  Stone  Elementary,  now  called  William 
DeAvila.  The  other  children’s  names  grew  less  biblical,  in  order  of  birth:  Joseph  (a  dentist),  Agnes,  Thomas 
(in  his  father’s  business),  Edith,  Paul,  Leo  (also  in  the  business),  Aloysius,  Clement  (PG&E  clerk),  and  Clare. 
The  parents  remained  at  1575  Waller  the  rest  of  their  lives,  and  some  children  stayed  on  well  into  the  1930s. 
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The  Rodemann  House  at  708  Cole  Street  is  in 
a row  of  eight  nearly  identical  Queen  Anne  hous- 
es constructed  in  1895  and  1896. 

Of  course  some  of  them  have 
been  unsympathetically  altered, 
for  instance  with  metal  T-bar  win- 
dows and  trim  stripped  off.  But 
they  all  have  the  triangular  gable 
ended  roof  that  is  one  of  the  hall- 
marks of  the  Queen  Anne  style. 

They’re  all  the  same  height,  with 
similar  placement  and  numbers  of 
windows,  and  entrances  on  the 
left. 

This  house  remains  what 
is,  apparently.  All  of  the  original 
ornamentation,  typically  Queen 
Anne  houses  had  as  many  differ- 
ent textures  and  designs  as  possi- 
ble in  order  ot  appear  individual 
and  pictureesque.  The  two  second 
floor  panels  have  different  widths, 
different  borders,  and  different 
center  cartouches.  The  gable  end 
is  clad  partly  with  channel  rustic 
siding,  partly  with  shaped  shin- 
gles. The  three  attic  windows  are 
unequal  but  symmetrical,  and 
their  pattern  is  repeated  only  once 
in  the  rest  of  the  row. 

The  builder  of  the  whole 
row  was  William  Hinkel,  fourth  of 
the  five  builder  sons  of  carpenter 
Charles  E.  Hinkel.  While  his 
older  brothers  were  bom  in  Galena,  Illinois, 
William  and  the  five  later  siblings  were  bom  in 
California.  His  dates  were  November  7,  1851  to 
October  7,  1914.  He  was  not  always  a building 
contractor;  he  took  up  stock  brokering  about 
1909.  In  his  younger  days  he  took  more  time 
than  his  brothers  to  get  into  the  contracting  busi- 
ness. At  age  23  he  made  window  and  door  sash- 
es, next  he  was  a sawyer,  then  a millhand. 

Finally  in  1883  he  listed  himself  in  the  city  direc- 
tory as  a contractor,  but  in  1885  he  reverted  to 
carpenter,  then  back  to  contractor.  This  leisurely 
start  in  and  early  exit  from  the  contracting  busi- 


ness doesn’t  mean  he  was  slow  or  a failure;  he 
left  an  estate  valued  at  nearly  three  hundred 
thousand  1915  dollars.  More  on  William  Hinkel 
in  the  next  house  description,  1575  Waller, 
which  he  also  built. 

August  H.  and  Emma  Rodemann  bought 
the  house  shortly  after  it  was  completed.  They 
were  a young  couple,  recently  married,  and  their 
first  child,  Hillmar,  was  born  here  in  1897. 
August  had  arrived  from  Germany  in  1893,  and 
Emma  was  a native  Californian  of  German 
parentage.  The  house  was  still  mortgaged  in 
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1 900,  and  they  had  a lodger,  a 70-year-old  German 
named  Kritz  Kammet,  to  help  pay  the  bills.  August 
Rodemann  was  a musician,  and  he  gave  lessons  at 
the  house. 

The  next  owner-occupants,  from  1909  to 
1924,  were  the  family  of  Richard  T.  Baccus,  a 
butcher.  In  1 90°  his  sons  Alfred  and  Charles,  also 
butchers,  were  listed  as  living  here  with  him.  Other 
children  were  Louis,  a pattern  maker;  Josephine,  a 
china  decorator;  and  Gertrude,  a bookkeeper;  also  a 
niece,  Doris  Gore.  Richard  Baccus  was  born  about 
1849,  in  New  Orleans.  By  1874  he  was  working  in 
San  Francisco  as  a butcher,  and  the  next  year  he  had 
his  own  shop.  By  the  time  he  bought  this  house,  his 
butcher  shop  was  nearby  at  1801  Haight  Street.  He 
moved  out  of  the  house  when  he  and  his  wife  Mary, 
a native  of  Belgium,  separated  or  divorced. 

However  they  identified  themselves  in  city  directo- 
ries and  to  the  census  taker  as  widow  and  widower. 
Later  they  traded  abodes. 
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The  Sheehan  Flats  at  739  and  741  Clayton 
Street  are  a Queen  Anne  house  without  the 
mandatory  Queen  Anne  triangular  gable  front. 
However,  the  complicated  volumes  and  the  mix 
of  ornaments  are  typical  of  this  style. So  are  the 
three-sided  shape  of  the  bay  window,  and 
the  way  the  roof  extends  in  a 
straight  line  way  beyond  the 
bay.  Note  also  the  arched 
pediment  over  the  door- 
way, and  the  fluted 
pilasters  beside  the 
windows. 

The 

house  was  built 
late  in  1895  by 
a contractor 
named  D. 

Ross. 

Directories 
indicate  we 
have  a 
choice  of 
contractor- 
engineer 
Daniel 
Ross,  car- 
penter 
David  Ross, 
contractor 
David  A. 

Ross,  carpen 
ter-with-a-con- 
tractor  Donald  R. 

Ross,  or  contrac- 
tor Duncan  Ross. 

We  don’t  know  which  \, 
of  these  built  the  house 

The  plans  were  pro- 
vided by  the  owner,  Timothy  J. 

Sheehan.  A mid-level  manager  with 
the  O’Connor  Moffatt  Department  Store 
(which  turned  into  Macy’s),  Sheehan  probably 
got  the  plans  from  some  published  pattern  book, 
or  he  showed  Ross  a picture  of  the  front  he  want- 
ed, or  he  just  told  Ross  to  build  a pair  of  flats

with  the  usual  structure  and 
floor  plans,  and  they  discussed  the  decorations  on 
the  facade.  Of  course  he  could  also  have  bought 
plans,  or  been  given  some  by  a draftsman  in 
an  architectural  firm.  A lot  of 
unknowns. 


Tim  Sheehan  was 
born  in  Ireland  in  1866 
and  came  to  San 
Francisco  in  1884. 

His  Irish  wife  Annie 
was  nine  years 
younger. 
According  to  the 
1900  census, 
they  had  three 
children,  John 
born  in  1892, 
Marie  in  1895, 
and  Agnes, 
born  in  the 
house  in 
1898.  The 
census  listed 
no  one  in 
another  flat, 
and  the 
Sheehans’ 
address  varied 
from  739  to  741. 
So  we  conclude 
they  occupied  both 
flats.  About  1903 
they  moved  to  the  first 
block  of  Baker  Street 
and  sold  the  flats. 


The  next  owner  was  Juliana 
Muller,  with  two  dots  over  the  u. 

She  was  German.  The  name  could  be 
transcribed  as  Mueller,  and  son  Frank  called  him- 
self Miller,  which  sounds  more  like  the  German 
pronunciation  anyway.  Mother  and  son,  plus  the 
son’s  wife  and  his  uncle  Peter,  lived  in  the  flat  at 
741  Clayton.  Frank  Miller  was  a salesman  for  the 
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Hicks-Judd  printers  and  bookbinders,  producers  of  historic 
San  Francisco  Block  Books  which  researchers  use  today. 
Bessie  Miller  clerked  for  a fire  insurance  company,  and 
Uncle  Peter  was  an  odd-job  laborer. 

The  flat  you’ll  see  today,  739  Clayton,  was  occu- 
pied at  the  time  of  the  1910  census  by  the  family  of 
Frederick  and  Alice  Nicholas.  Frederick  was  a baker,  later 
a barber,  born  in  1879  in  Germany.  Alice  born  in  1874  in 
California.  The  family  included  daughter  Alice  born  in 
1894,  son  Fred  born  in  1899,  and  Alice’s  mother  Mary  A. 
Beck,  another  German  immigrant.  They  stayed  here  into 
1913. 


In  1915  Juliana  Muller  gave  the  property  to  her 
son  Frank.  She  was  still  living  at  741  Clayton,  but  Frank 
and  Bessie  had  moved  to  1354  Sixth  Avenue.  They  sold 
the  building  in  December  1921  to  Lily  and  Daniel  Dogan, 
a laborer.  They  lived  at  741  Clayton  too. 
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The  John  A.  Whelan  House  at  1315  Waller 
Street  is  another  Queen  Anne  building  in  a cook- 
ie cutter  row  of  the  four  that  begin  with  this  one 
and  go  almost  to  Delmar.  (The  two  next  to 
Masonic  were  by  a different  developer.)  John 
Whelan  developed  these  four  in  1896.  He  and 
his  family  lived  in  this  one,  then  numbered  1305, 
until  about  1905.  He  rented  out  the  others,  and 
sold  them  about  1912. 

These  hous- 
es are  remark- 
ably like  the 
William  Hinkel 
rows  we  saw  on 
Cole  and  the 
1500  block  of 
Waller,  but 
Hinkel  did  not 
design  these. 

The  designer  is 
unknown,  and 
there  was  no 
contractor.  For 
this  job  Whelan 
hired  workers 
by  the  day;  he 
himself  was  a 
shipwright  and 
therefore  knew 
something 
about  construc- 
tion. Probably 
he  and  the 
unknown  mas- 
ter carpenter  he 
hired  collabo- 
rated on  the 
design.  In  the 
19th  century 
carpenters  and  7 ) 

contractors  learned  house  construction  by  experi- 
ence, working  for  other  contractors.  The  wooden 
balloon  frame  structure  was  the  same  no  matter 
what  the  front  looked  like,  and  floor  plans  were 
similar.  Basically,  19th  century  houses  in  San 
Francisco  were  wooden  boxes  with  facades  deco- 
rated for  what  would  sell  readily.  Conclusion:

this  type  of  facade  was  very  popular  in  the  mid- 
1890s. 

Whelan’s  four  houses  have  less  variety  from 
one  to  another  than  the  Hinkel  rows  do.  All  of 
these  have  second  floor  bay  windows  that  extend 
all  the  way  across  the  fagade,  with  angled  sides 

recessed  under  the 
corners  of  the  gable 
end.  That  floor  has  a 
window  next  to  each 
angled  side,  and  a 
panel  with  some  kind 
of  medallion  in  the 
center.  All  the  attics 
have  paired  double 
hung  windows.  All 
four  entries  have 
round  arches.  The 
differences  lie  in  the 
foliate  appliques  fill- 
ing in  arches  and 
gables,  in  the  medal- 
lion design,  and  in  the 
treatment  of  the  entry 
columns. 


The  Whelan  fami- 
ly that  lived  here  was 
good-sized,  but  not  so 
numerous  as  the 
Carews  at  1575 
Waller.  John  and  his 
wife  Anna  both  had 
Irish  parents.  They 
themselves  were  born 
respectively  in 
Pennsylvania  about 
1836  and  in  New 
York  about  1838.  Anna  had  given  birth  to  seven 
children,  but  by  1900  only  four  of  them  were  still 
alive.  The  oldest,  Catherine,  was  born  in 
Pennsylvania  about  1865.  The  others  were  born  in 
California:  William  about  1870,  Mary  about  1874, 
and  Isabella  about  1881.  The  1900  census  shows 
only  the  two  men  gainfully  employed,  the  father  as 
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a shipwright,  the  son  as  a dentist.  Also  in  the 
house  were  Emma  Buck,  a 16-year-old  servant 
from  Kansas,  and  Margaret  Eley,  an  English 
nurse.  We  don’t  know  who  in  the  household 
needed  the  services  of  a trained  nurse;  she  had 
been  on  the  job  just  seven  months. 

In  September  1906,  Whelan  sold  the  house 
to  Gustav  Miersch.  He  and  his  wife  Bertha 
were  in  the  food  business.  City  directories  list- 
ed him  in  different  years  as  waiter,  steward, 
bakery  proprietor,  and  finally  restaurateur.  In 
one  restaurant,  he  partnered  with  Paul 
Westerfeld,  related  to  the  owner  of  the  famous 
towered  house  at  the  Fulton  and  Scott  corner  of 
Alamo  Square.  Gustav  retired  about  1910  and 
died  about  1918.  Bertha  Miersch  carried  on 
with  the  restaurant  business.  Their  son  Curt 
held  various  clerical  positions  at  Cypress  Lawn 
Cemetery.  Mother  and  son  stayed  on  at  1315 
Waller  until  about  1925.

All  Saints  Episcopal  Church  was  established 
in  1904  as  the  fourth  mission  of  St.  Luke’s  parish 
on  Van  Ness  and  Clay.  William  E.  Hayes,  St. 
Luke’s  assistant  rector,  had  “immediate  charge” 
of  the  fledgling  congregation.  A building  was 
erected  around  the  corner  on  Masonic  Avenue 
near  Haight,  at  a total  land  and  building  cost  of 
$9,000.  With  95  communicants  enrolled.  All 
Saints  was  organized  as  a parish  on  March  29, 
1905.  Mr.  Hayes  became  its  first  rector. 

The  lot  on  Masonic  was  sold,  and  the  build- 
ing was  moved  to  its  present  site  at  1350  Waller 
in  October  1905.  The  original  building  was  long 
and  narrow,  just 
the  center  por- 
tion of  the 
structure  we  see 
now.  In  adapt- 
ing it  to  the 
new  and  larger 
site,  it  was 
widened  on 
both  sides  by 
the  addition  of 
the  two  setback, 
stuccoed  tow- 
ers, and  equiva- 
lent width  for 
the  whole  sanc- 
tuary. The 
meeting  rooms 
at  the  back 
were  also  added 
about  that  time. 

The  original  central  portion  establishes  All 
Saints’  architectural  character  as  Tudor  Revival. 
The  faux  half  timbering  and  fairly  steep  gable 
roof  remind  one  of  designs  by  Robert  E.  White, 
Treasurer  for  the  mission  and  intrumental  in  its 
founding.  White’s  name  appears  in  various  origi- 
nal legal  documents  as  architect.  According  to 
someone  there  at  the  time,  “Without  the  help  of 
Mr.  Robert  E.  White,  the  present  building  could 
never  have  been  erected.  Mr.  White  consentrated 
his  talents  as  an  architect  to  the  cause,  and  lov- 
ingly supervised  every  detail  of  contruction  — 
often  at  the  greatest  personal  inconvenience,  but 


with  never  the  slightest  murmur  of  impatience.” 
White  and  his  wife  also  donated  all  the  chancel 
woodwork. 

For  a church  building,  the  structure  is  tiny,  but 
it  fits  admirably  among  the  neighborhood  flats  and 
houses.  The  inside  has  an  elaborately  trussed  and 
beamed  ceiling  of  high-pointed  form.  The  ceilings 
and  the  three  aisled  arrangement  of  the  pews  are 
said  to  be  part  of  the  original  central  portion  of  the 
building.  The  natural  redwood  interior  finish  is 
often  found  in  small  19th  century  churches,  espe- 
cially Episcopal  ones  like  St.  Mary  the  Virgin  on 
Union,  St.  Stephens/Old  Holy  Virgin  Russian 

Orthodox  on 
Fulton,  Old 
Trinity/St. 
Augustin’s  in 
Oakland,  and  St. 
Mary’s  by  the  Sea 
in  Pacific  Grove. 

A former 
Victorian  Alliance 
president,  Read 
Gilmore,  now 
deceased,  was  an 
acolyte  here.  His 
mother,  the  late 
Polly  Gilmore, 
held  responsible 
positions  in  the 
congregation. 
While  you  are  in 
the  sanctuary, 
notice  the  stained  glass  window  of  St.  Elmo, 
patron  saint  of  sailors.  This  was  commissioned  by 
the  Gilmores  in  memory  of  Read’s  father,  John 
Gilmore,  U.S.  Navy. 

The  congregation  has  always  been  involved  in 
the  life  of  its  community.  From  the  “hippies”  of 
the  1960s  and  1970s  to  the  HIV  epidemic  of  the 
1980s  and  1990s,  All  Saints  has  been  a community 
church  ready  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  in  its  neigh- 
borhood.
